CRIES OF WOMEN
HEART RENDING

They Rushed to the Mine
When the Ominous Sound
Was Heard Only to Find
Their Loved Ones Were
Down in the Mine Work-
ings, With Little Hope of
Escaping Death.

t Pittsburg, Nov. 28.—Noi less than

¢gne hundred and twenty-five men were
killed in an explosion-in the Marianna
‘mines of the Pittsburg-Buffalo Coal
eompany toeday, and it is feared by
any residents of the little model
mining town that the Jdeata list may
exceed that number.

T@n bedies have been recovered in
the ‘main entry, and are at the foot
of the shaft awaiting the construction
of & temporary cage in whica they
will be brought to the surface. The
others are distributed in twenty-nine
rooms or workings of the mine, the
enirance to which is still blocked by
the debris of the explosion. The of-
fcials of the company placs the num-
ber of dead at 125. Som- estimate
the total as high as two hundred.

This was payday at the mine and
tonight 142 pay envelopes have not
been: claimed, and it is balieved that
practically every man why did 2ot
call for his money during the day is
pnmhered among the victims. There
is not the slizhtest hope entertained
that any of the men are lhiving, but
al! possible speed is beinxr made to
reach the dead bodies. Tho belief of
those who entered the mine is that
the lives of the men were sauffed out
almost instantly by the deadly vapors
which followed the explesion. About
fifty of the victims of the disaster are
heliaved, by -those wiurds the mine
were efther Americans’ or English-
speaking’ miners: Comparatively few
of the miners are natives of .this
country, many having left their famn-
ilies in their old homes.

Power House a Morgue.

The power house of the mine has
been converted into a temporary
morgue and has been arranzed for the
reception of bodies and preperations
for their burial. Coffins have been or-
dered from this c¢ity, Monongahela
and Washingion and steps have al-
ready been taken for relief of the de-
pendents of the victims. Subserip-
tion lists have been opened by chari-
table institutions and newspapers and
arrangements made for a collection in
the churches tomorrow. ~o authori-
tative estimate of the propertv loss
has vet been made, bhut it will be
heavy.

Pitiful Scenes.

The noise of the explosioa was an
ominous sound to all the npeople of the
little town and they hurried to the
scene, each seeking their loved ones,
and waen most of them learned that
their loved ocues were down in the
workings and in all probabilitv dead or
dving. the scene was pitiful.

There is a Distinction Be-
tween “Domestic” and
“Anti-Social” Murder—
Sentenced Wife Murderer
to Twenty-Five Years for
Committing a “Domestic”
Crime. ’

Chicago, Nov. 28.—While not men
tioning the so-called “unwriten law”,
Judge McSurley drew a distinction be-
tween what he terms “domestir
crime” and an “anti-social erime” yes-
terday in sentencing Santo Parcaro
to twenty-five vears in the peniten-
tiarv. The deferndant shot and killed
his wife and severely wounded Frank
DiTrento, who boarded at their home.

Porcaro accused DiTrento of alienat-
ing his wife's affections. In deciding
the case Judge McSurley said:

“This defendant has pleaded guilty
of having murdered his wife as
charged in the indictment. It rests
with the court to determine his pun
ishment. The case more properiy
comes under the classification of a do-
mestic crime as distinguished from a
crime distinctly anti-social.

“The man, having no criminal
stinets at all. ma) driven to
commission of crime where the sanc
tity of his home is invaded. This
seems to be a primary instinet and is
confined to no one class in society.
Taking all these facts into considera-
tion. the court ill t impose the
death penalty in this case, but will
sentence the defendant to the peniten-
jiary for twenty-five years.”
